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Coin  Auction  14  December  2004 


Trade  tokens  and  commemorative  medals  enjoyed  the  strongest  support  at  the  London  auction  held  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  on 
14  December,  when  1,604  lots  achieved  a  total  of  £282,785  (£325,203  including  premium)  for  139  vendors.  A  recr^rd  number 
of  commission  bids  received  before  the  sale  and  a  good  attendance  resulted  in  267  successful  buyers. 

A  small  but  select  group  of  17th  century  tokens  from  a  private  collection,  mostly  of  unusual  shapes  and  bearing  quaint  sirjgans, 
were  very  keenly  fought  for.  A  private  collector  paid  £1,250  (£1,438)  for  a  heart-shaped  halfpenny  of  Peter  Dale,  a  Scarbrjrough 
gunsmith  (lot  987),  which  is  the  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a  mainland  token  of  this  series  at  auction.  Similar  heart-shaped  pieces 
of  Mary  Witham  of  Hull  and  John  Rymer  of  Whitby  (lots  984  and  988)  brought  £420  (£483)  each,  while  one  of  Robin  Hood's 
Bay  trader  Roger  Dickinson  (lot  986)  needed  £400  (£460).  Elsewhere,  a  heart-shaped  halfpenny  of  Middlewich  mercer  Thomas 
Cotton  (lot  933)  brought  £500  (£575)  and  a  square  halfpenny  of  Thomas  Graymer  of  Bakewell,  Derbyshire  (lot  934),  £480  (£552). 
Nigel  Clark  secured  what  is  believed  to  be  the  finest  known  example  of  the  rare  1669  farthing  of  Robert  Plucknett  of  Milborne 
Port,  Somerset  (lot  974)  for  £320  (£368)  and  re-acquired  the  farthing  of  Thomas  Pepper  of  Loughborough  (lot  959)  for  £290 
(£334).  A  group  of  Warwickshire  18th  century  tokens  consigned  by  a  Coventry  collector  collectively  made  £1,590  (£1,829)  and 
the  best  collection  of  Victorian  model  money  to  be  sold  by  auction  for  many  years  (lots  1025-45)  grossed  £2,770  (£3,186);  one 
of  only  three  pattern  pennies  by  Joseph  Moore,  1844  (lot  1025),  brought  £440  (£506),  another  series  record. 

Demand  was  also  strong  for  the  second  portion  of  award  medals  from  the  James  Spencer  collection,  which  totalled  £7,440 
(£8,556).  As  anticipated,  a  silver  participant's  medal  for  the  1 908  Olympic  Games  (lot  1 1 70)  was  the  top  price  here,  £420  (£483), 
but  of  far  more  interest  was  the  Royal  Thames  Yacht  Club  medal  awarded  to  Admiral  Lord  Charles  Beresford  in  1913  (lot  1 1 45), 
acquired  by  Michael  Naxton  for  £220  (£253);  Beresford  commanded  the  naval  brigade  at  Abu  Klea  in  1885  and  the  Channel 
fleet  from  1906  to  1909.  Another  £220-worth  was  the  Cinque  Ports  Flying  Club  silver  medal  to  K.K.  Brown,  who  placed  second 
in  the  Folkestone  Aero  Trophy  race  of  1936  (lot  1119),  while  a  medal  of  the  Royal  Western  Yacht  Club  awarded  to  Major 
Hastings  Doyle,  24th  Regt  (lot  1146)  realised  £230  (£265). 

Among  the  British  medals  from  other  properties,  the  attractive  Zoological  Society  of  London  silver  medal  presented  to  the  Sultan 
of  Zanzibar  in  1875  (lot  1202),  illustrated  on  the  back  cover  of  the  catalogue,  was  secured  by  a  commission  bidder  for  £1,600 
(£1,840).  A  private  collector  in  the  room  took  home  a  silver-gilt  Charles  I  Royalist  badge  (lot  1175)  for  £1,300  (£1,495),  while  a 
silver  medal  commemorating  the  Synod  of  Dort,  1 61 9  (lot  1 1 73)  brought  £480  (£552).  Best  of  the  early  world  medals  was  a  silver 
example  by  Sebastian  Dadler  marking  the  hope  for  peace  in  Dresden,  1633  (lot  1294),  for  which  Baldwin  gave  £500  (£575), 
while  among  the  art  medals  were  several  attractive  treasures.  A  bronze  medal  for  the  1937  Paris  Expo  by  Jean  Vernon  (lot  1 408), 
which  realised  £170  at  the  sale  of  the  prestige  Christensen  collection  by  DNW  four  years  ago,  changed  hands  for  no  less  than 
£520  (£598),  while  a  superb  silver  plaque  for  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Societe  Generale  Alsacienne  de  Banque,  1931  (lot 
1390)  needed  £430  (£495).  A  plated  and  enamel  plaque  for  the  International  Six  Day  Trial  held  in  Germany  in  1935  (lot  1435) 
was  chased  to  £350  (£403),  while  one  of  two  plaques  commemorating  the  inauguration  of  the  first  air  service  between  Paris  and 
Buenos  Aires  in  1 933  (lot  1 396)  cost  £270  (£31 1 ). 

The  first  of  the  day's  four  sessions  began  with  Celtic  coins;  lot  1,  a  Gallo-Belgic  A-series  stater,  matched  the  pre-sale  estimate  of 
£600  (£690)  and  a  pleasing  South  Ferriby  stater  (lot  19)  cost  £450  (£518).  A  telephone  bidder  claimed  a  penny  of  King  Offa  (lot 
30)  for  £1,350  (£1 ,553),  while  an  attractive  William  I  canopy  type  penny  of  Oxford  (lot  38),  the  subject  of  considerable  pre-sale 
interest,  was  knocked  down  for  £1,150  (£1,323).  A  cut  halfpenny  of  Stephen  with  a  clear  Carlisle  mint-signature,  modestly 
estimated  at  £50-70,  was  so  much  fancied  that  it  needed  £600  (£690),  while  other  surprises  included  a  penny  of  Henry  IV  found 
earlier  this  year  near  the  monarch's  birthplace  at  Bolingbroke  in  Lincolnshire  (lot  80)  at  £1,200  (£1,380)  and  another  metal 
detector  find,  an  unremarkable  Richard  III  groat  (lot  98)  for  £580  (£667).  An  Elizabeth  I  fine  sovereign  quoted  in  the  standard 
specialist  reference  on  the  series  (lot  1 65),  which  had  fetched  £5,600  when  auctioned  at  the  height  of  a  previous  boom  in  English 
coin  prices  in  1981,  was  bought  by  the  UK  trade  for  £6,000  (£6,900),  as  was  a  Charles  I  Pontefract  shilling,  1648  (lot  222)  at 
£2,700  (£3,105)  and  a  Charles  II  first  issue  halfcrown  from  the  Bridgewater  Elouse  collection  (lot  229)  for  £2,600  (£2,990). 

There  was  considerable  interest  in  the  coin  on  the  front  cover  of  the  catalogue,  a  previously  unrecorded  pattern  halfpenny  of 
1859,  the  significance  of  which  was  completely  unknown  to  the  owner;  in  the  event  it  was  secured  by  Christopher  Eimer  on 
behalf  of  the  Royal  Mint  Museum  for  £2,200  (£2,530).  Elsewhere,  a  private  buyer  paid  £6,000  (£6,900)  for  a  Charles  II  five- 


guineas,  1 676  (lot  232),  a  similar  coin  dated  1 687  (lot  248)  cost  £3,500  (£4,025),  a  William  IV  pattern  sovereign,  1 830  (lot  383), 
£3,300  (£3,795),  and  a  rare  1841  sovereign  (lot  394),  £2,500  (£2,875).  The  day's  top  price,  £16,000  (£18,400)  was  paid  by 
Knightsbridge  Coins  for  an  1839  proof  set  with  some  imperfections  (lot  527);  other  proof  sets  of  1887  and  1893  (lots  528-9) 
matched  the  £5,000  (£5,750)  pre-sale  estimates.  A  small  run  of  Irish  coins  produced  a  few  surprises,  such  as  the  £950  (£1,093) 
bid  for  a  St  Patrick's  farthing  (lot  573)  and  £370  (£426)  for  an  obverse  brockage  of  a  James  II  gunmoney  sixpence  (lot  582). 

The  small  collection  of  Spanish  and  Colonial  coins  formed  by  John  Hartridge  was  well  dispersed  and  grossed  £4,305  (£4,951); 
a  rather  worn  barbuda  of  the  Portuguese  monarch  Ferdinand  I  (1367-83:  lot  607)  proved  to  be  the  most  valuable  single  item  at 
£250  (£288).  A  group  of  1 8th  century  silver  coins  of  Angola  were  keenly  contested  on  the  telephone  and  in  the  room,  with  prices 
realised  frequently  exceeding  four  and  five  times  estimate.  Australian  coins  also  enjoyed  a  strong  demand,  with  an  1862  Sydney 
sovereign  (lot  658)  bringing  an  amazing  £2,900  (£3,365)  and  a  similar  coin  of  1 860  (lot  657),  £1 ,400  (£1 ,61 0);  an  extraordinary 
£700  (£805)  was  paid  for  a  group  lot  of  Australian  and  Flong  Kong  coins  (lot  680).  South  African  coins  maintained  current 
momentum,  with  two  attractive  but  otherwise  unremarkable  Kruger  ponds  of  1 892  (lots  804-5)  bringing  £950  (£1 ,093)  and  £850 
(£978)  and  a  half-pond  of  the  same  date  (lot  806),  £780  (£897).  The  most  interesting  early  coin  was  a  royal  d'or  of  Charles  IV  of 
France,  unearthed  near  Shrewsbury  earlier  this  year  and  acquired  by  an  English  private  collector  for  £750  (£863). 

Bringing  DNW's  auction  year  to  a  close,  the  banknote  offering  enjoyed  a  mixed  reception.  Irish  paper  money,  however,  was 
much  in  demand,  with  a  Bank  of  Ireland  £20  of  1 983  bearing  the  bicentenary  overprint  (lot  1 536)  being  chased  to  a  record  £920 
(£1,058).  A  telephone  bidder  fought  off  considerable  opposition  to  win  the  two  Ballykinlar  internment  camp  card  notes  (lots 
1548-9),  the  threepence  for  £920  (£1,058)  and  the  penny  for  £660  (£759),  while  a  Northern  Bank  Ltd  £20  provisional  issue  of 
1929  on  a  note  with  an  earlier  printed  date  (lot  1537)  needed  £540  (£621).  Among  the  world  notes,  two  1,000-franc  issues  of 
French  Equatorial  Africa,  1944  (lots  1575-6)  went  to  the  UK  trade  for  £500  (£575)  and  £620  (£713)  respectively,  while  a  very 
rare  Wellington  Bank,  South  Africa,  £5,  1888  (lot  1600),  made  £480  (£552).

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The  Auction  Venue 


The  New  Connaught  Rooms  are  located  in 
Great  Queen  Street,  in  the  heart  of  London's 
Covent  Garden.  The  auction  takes  place  in 
the  Ulster  Room  and  viewing  on  the  day  of 
the  auction  is  in  the  Denbigh  Room;  both  are 
accessed  by  lift  to  the  3rd  floor. 

The  Rooms  are  a  3-minute  walk  from  the 
nearest  Underground  station,  Holborn 
(Central  and  Piccadilly  Lines),  which  is  a 
40-minute  direct  journey  from  Heathrow 
Airport. 

Numerous  buses  from  Charing  Cross,  Euston, 
King's  Crrjss  and  Waterloo  main  line  railway 
stations  stop  at  the  junction  of  Kingsway  and 
Great  Queen  Street.  The  nearest  covered  car 
park  is  at  the  corner  of  TJrury  Lane  and  Parker 
Street,  2  minutes  away. 


Our  lust  au(  lion  of  2004  brings  logcllic'r  a  divurso  range  of  numismalit  material,  once  again  with 
particular  c'mphasis  on  the  various  British  scries,  augmented  by  a  small  collection  of  S[)anish  coins 
and  a  run  of  medical  medals. 

Celtic  and  early  British  coins  include  several  interesting  metal  detector  finds,  ncjtably  a  Londonia 
monogram  penny  of  Alfred  the  Great  (lot  32)  unearthc'd  near  Peterbcjrough  earlier  this  year,  and  a  York  penny 
of  Henry  IV  (lot  80)  from  near  Bolingbroke,  Lincolnshire,  ironically  the  monarc  h's  birthplace.  Amcmg  the 
hammered  gold  is  a  James  I  rose  ryal  with  plain  back  to  throne  (lot  181),  an  Elizabeth  I  fine  sovereign  and  a 
pound  with  an  attractive  portrait  (lots  165-6);  stars  of  the  silver  are  a  Charles  II  halfcrown  from  the  Bridgewater 
House  collection  (lot  229)  and  a  Pontefract  shilling,  1648,  in  the  name  of  Charles  II  (lot  222).  A  equality  five- 
guineas,  1676  (lot  232)  is  the  most  valuable  milled  coin,  although  elsewhere  there  is  a  1701  elephant  and 
castle  halfcrown  (lot  261)  and,  most  notably,  the  Victorian  decimal  pattern  halfpenny,  1859  (lot  419)  featured 
on  the  front  cover,  a  hitherto  completely  unknown  and  most  interesting  coin.  Proof  sets  of  1839,  1887  and 
1893  (lots  527-9)  precede  small  groups  of  Scottish  and  Irish  material. 

Session  2  opens  with  the  small  collection  of  Spanish  and  Colonial  minor  denomination  coins  put 
together  over  the  last  30  years  by  John  Hartridge,  a  former  architect  and  currently  the  first  team  scorer  for 
Sussex  County  Cricket  Club.  Mr  Hartridge's  interest  in  coins  was  sparked  by  his  young  son's  desire  to  spend 
pocket  money  on  old  pennies  from  a  stallholder  at  the  local  antiques  market.  His  Spanish  coins,  mostly 
acquired  in  the  UK,  are  now  being  sold  to  finance  acquisitions  in  other  numismatic  fields.  A  broad  range  of 
world  coins  at  prices  for  all  pockets  includes  a  French  royal  d'or  of  Charles  IV  found  near  Shrewsbury  (lot  71 6) 
and  a  run  of  early  US  coppers  from  a  private  collection. 

Over  130  lots  are  devoted  to  British  tokens,  in  which  a  group  of  17th  century  pieces  from  another 
private  collection,  mostly  of  unusual  shapes  and  bearing  quaint  slogans,  are  of  particular  interest.  There  is  also 
an  old  group  of  Warwickshire  18th  century  tokens  and  probably  the  best  collection  of  model  money  to  have 
been  offered  at  auction  in  recent  years  (lots  1025-1045),  including  several  pieces  of  extreme  rarity. 

Many  attractive  and  desirable  items  from  all  over  the  UK  are  in  the  second  portion  of  medals  from  the 
James  Spencer  collection.  Covering  a  broad  range  of  sports  and  pastimes  from  angling  to  water  polo,  including 
music  and  photography,  the  435  items  in  this  sale  merit  close  inspection  and  consequently  have  been  fully 
described;  most  of  the  important  and  photogenic  items  have  been  illustrated.  Other  British  medals  of  note 
include  an  oval  silver  plaque  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  executed  in  1 61 6  (lot  1 1  72)  and  the  Zoological  Society  of 
London  silver  medal  presented  to  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar  in  1875  (lot  1202  and  back  cover).  The  sections  of 
world  medals  incorporate  a  group  of  medicina  in  nummis  and  a  good  range  of  art  nouveau  and  art  deco 
pieces,  again  from  a  private  collection. 

A  sprinkling  of  rare  Irish  paper  money  heads  the  day's  last  session,  featuring  a  Bank  of  Ireland  £20  of 
1983  with  a  very  low  serial  number  and  the  bicentenary  overprint  (lot  1536)  and  two  further  examples  of  the 
very  rare  card  money  issued  for  the  Ballykinlar  internment  camp  (lots  1 548-9).

The  tokens  in  this  and  the  following  two  Icjts  were  issued  by  the 
co-operative  store  near  the  Royal  Navy  base  at  Ireland  Island.

Buyers  who  have  not  established  a  credit  arrangement  with  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  will  be  asked  to  pay  for  their  purchases  in  pounds  sterling  when  they 
wish  to  take  possession  of  them.  It  is  regretted  that  Dix  Noonan  Webb  cannot 
take  banker's  references  over  the  telephone  at  the  time  of  clearance  and  that 
buyers  cannot  take  possession  of  their  purchases  until  cheques  are  cleared.
